The difficulties between Spurn and 
France have become so alarming, that if 
l hey are guing to li^'lit, it will be as well 
I o recall what it waa all about, which a 
great many people have forgotten, and 
many more never knew. The Emperor 
of (iennany, during the late visit of 
Alfonso to Berlin, made that sovereign 
.m honorary colonel of a L ilian regiment. 
After this the indiscreet Alfonso went to 
I'aris and was received by the urbane 
populace of that city, who lately hooted 
j. forlorn ox-empress, with noisy indica- 
tions of disapprobation. There was some 
excitement, but the only man really hurt 
was one of tile Kind's escort who was 
ihrovvnfromhishor.se and seriously in- 
jured. This was the beginning of the 
difficulty, and the cause of all the diplo 
matic trouble ever since. Now although 
a government can hardly be held respon- 
sible for the acts ol a mob, yet they are 
m some sort the outcome of national 
feeling and sentiment, and if they are oi 
an insulting nature a national apology is 
doubtless in order This has been already 
accorded by the French I lm eminent , but 
Spain complains that it was not public 
enough and thai it ought to be published 
in the newspapers, and here the difficulty 
begins. The best Ihiny Alfonso can do is 
lo on to bed and sleep upon it. As to the 
French, the national vanity has for some 
time been bursting for a tight; it has tried 
to wring the celestial nose, snubbed .Itihn 
Bull, and made indecent war on harmless 
savages. It might do well to ponder on 
the German war, and remember that if 
Count Hismarck thought that it was ad 
visable to hurry up the mevn.able, the 
Alfonso matter could be twisted into as 
good a pretext as anything else, and that 
France might tind herself attacked on 
two frontiers instead of one.

From a late number of the Manchester 
(Eng.) (liiardiuii we take the following, 
which will not be without interest in con- 
nection with tho cents question 

A new illustration of the rapidity with 
which Winnipeg has developed all the ex- 
pensive conditions of life characteristic 
of elder cities is afforded by a discussion 
which has lately been going on in the 
Canadian, and particularly the Winnipeg 
papers. Il appears that until quite recent 
ly Manitoba in general, and Winnipeg in 
particular, have been able to get along 
without the humble but useful copper 
"While land speculations were rampant, 
and general business nourishing," says a 
Montreal contemporary, "the wan; of 
cents was not seriously felt, for when peo- 
ple were making money wholesale they 
thought it beneath their dignity to take 
note of a few cents more or less." But 
now that Manitoba is beginning to realize 
that all such speculative inflation must 
be followed by a reaction, the housekeep- 
ers of Winnipeg, doubtless in consequence 
of hints from the nominal heads of their 
respective establishments, are beginning 
to look after the pennies. It is a signi- 
ficant indication of the state of affairs in 
Winnipeg and of the paternal sympathy 
of the Canadian government, that the 
latter has just sent a large consignment 
of copper coins to the now city of the j 
Northwest. The majority of the people j 
of Winnipeg appear to have received the 
new pieces with feelingsof gratitude ining- i 
led with sadness The shopkeepers am- 
ong others, however, have boon by no j 
means delighted by the facilities for giv- I 
ing small change now afforded them. They 
and several other classes of the commun- 
ity are likely, it is argued, to find their 
incomes considerably diminished in con- 
sequence. The most serious apprehen- 
sions are apparently felt, however, with 
respect to the revenues of the religious 
establishments. The Winnipeg Sun has 
demonstrated that the substitution of 
copper collect ems for those previously 
made will bring rum to the churches. 
According to the Sun, "It costs more to 
run a church in this new country than it

! the local existence of such diseases cannot 
he traced or contagions isolated. Parents 
are shy to give publicity to any localized 
disease in the family, as il often reacts mi 
their business or their comfort. We see 
no way except to go back from prejudices 
anil self-interest to the real moral or 

i ethical views. Wo think a close exu mi na- 

I tion of this view will show that the 
proper authorities — i. boards of health 
or trustees -have a right to know home 
conditions of health, so far as these 
jeopardize the public, or the children 
who attend schools. Whether the parent 
or the physician shall be the authority, 
ami whether for payor on a purely ethical 
basis tho report shall be made, in a sub- 
sidiary quest ion , to Lie determined by (he 
aeu.oi.s rooiwiuiiis or by (be law. The out- 
cry there is in any neighborhood, if a 
parent has a child sick with scarlet fever, 
for instance, and sends llio other daily lo 
school, is almost a testimony thai (he 
sohools have a right to tins knowledge; 
anil, if so, to determine how to obtain il 
anil to act thereupon in some regulative 
way. Tins question is now subjective, 
and, until more fully argued, we only 
suggest two nr three practical expedients: 
First, we think every hoard of school 

'trustees, joined, perhaps, by the local 
board of health, should, at the commence- 
ment of each term, or just, before, semi a 
circular or notice to each parent, that, 
whenever certain named contagious 
diseases are, or have, within a month, 
been in any particular household, no 
child should be sent to school except by 
previous approval of Ihe board. If a case 
of such disease occurs in a pupil attend 
ing, the teacher or trustee should be ap 

; prised Jn this way cases of small pox, 

• for instance, have often been prevented 
iiml the severity of other diseases averted. 
The time of non-attendance depends 
much on the case, on the care of the 
family or the opinion of the physician, 
anil should only vary from a fixed stand 
ard, say one month, upon modifying 
evidence. — N. Y liule/iemlent. 

Law in An nam. — The law courts of 
Anilain arc as numerous as those of the 
most civilized community; but if a plain 
till fails to obtain redress in any of them, 
having tried fhein all in due order, there 
remains for him the following simple ex- 
pedient : lie proceeds to ihe Court of 
Appeal, or Tain Pimp— a bull. bug lying 
close to (he outer walls— where he finds 
J hanging to the door a gong with a slick 
, attached. On this he strikes three heavy 
blows, and then a number i f softer ones;

Tho Routo from Montreal to tno 
Rockies Next Toar- 

The main line of the Canadian Pacific 

: Railway is now completed and in opera- 
tion to within twelve miles of Sudbury 
Junction, west of Sturgeon Bay, a distance i 

■ of K51 miles from Montreal, with several 
branches, the most important of which 
connects with Brockville, on the St. | 
Lawrence. The twelve miles to Sudbury i 
will be completed within thirty days, and 
a section of twenty seven miles farther 
west has already been finished. Between 
this latter point and Thunder Bay, on 

1 the Northwestern shoreof Lake Superior, 
the work of construction is progressing nt 
various points, and at a rate which is ex- 
pected will leave at the end of the year a 
gap of not more than 42u miles west of 

. Thunder Bay, which is the great port of 
the northwest shore of Lake Superior 
The line is finished anil in operation to 
Winnipeg, Vii> miles; and boyond Winni- 
peg 851 miles westward, or ] ,286 miles of 
continuous road in all, west from Thunder 
Bay. There are also in operation various 
branches centering at and near Winnipeg; 
wiiile directly south from Winnipeg two 
branches are in operation, connecting on 
the Minnesota boundary line, only sixty- 
tive miles to the smith, with the t«o 
lines i if the Si. Paul Minneapolis »t 
Manitoba Railway which runs southerly 
through the fertile fields of the Hod River 
Valley. From Ihe extreme western 
terminus at Poll Moody, on Ihe Pacific 
Ocean, the (ioveinment is bus'ly .'..m- 
pleting its contract of 2115 miles, and it is 
expected will reach by the end of the 
season Lyttuli station , near the crossing 
of the Fraser River. It is estimated that 
at least two thirds • f I his whole section, 
ur about JUi miles, have already been 
completed. The grade of the road is 
most favorable. But ween Lake Superior 
and the Rocky Mountains the heaviest 
grade is 52 I ;". le.-t to the mile, while 
easi of Winnipeg i he maximum i» but 2li 
2 a feel l" I lie mi le.

Tho b"ow Comet- 

N.i one knows much about comets, and 
the New V oik Sun ought lo have as good 
a chance us any body else. The Sun says 
that the new comet is probably the aaiuu 
as that seen in 1812. A remarkable cir- J 
cunistaiice connected with that comet wus 
that it had a sister comet, which appeared 1 
in 1K40, and which has an orbit (strikingly 
similar. On account of this resemblance 
Professor Kirkwood, adopting a hypoth- 
esis that there are systems of comets in ' 
space whose members occasionally fall 
within the attraction of the sun as it ad- 
vances through the universe, suggested j 
that the comet of 1812 and that of JH4ti I 
probably belonged to one of these systems 
before entering the solar system , and that 
they were both made prisoners to the sun 
by the frontier picket planet Neptune. 
The extraordinary conduct of the ap- 
proaching comet , which has suddenly in- 
creased to lifteen times us former bright^- , 
ness, besides undergoing remarkable j 
changes of form, greatly puzzles tho as- 
tronomers. Professor Young has recently j 
shown how astronomical collisions may j 
occur, and if other hypothesis fail to ac- j 
count for the phenomena of the comet, it 
may be suggested that possibly it has run , 
into Boinc other wanderer in spaco The • 
suddon increase in brightness, followed 
by an equally remarkably expansion of 
bulk, which the comet has exhibited, are 
just the appearances which would be ex - i 
pected to follow a violent collision of 
cosmical bodies. 

Tho Earnings of tho 0. P. R- ; 

The New York Post says: The report, j 
of the earnings of the Canada Pacific in 
connection with the mileage, calls atten- 
tion to the rapidity with which the latter j 
is increasing. The mileage operated in I 
(lie first week of September was 1,704 I 
miles, against 700 in the corresponding j 
week of last year. The earnings on the 
1,704 miles for the first week of Septem- 
ber were §106,000, oral the rate of about 
§270 per month per mile. This is about 
equal to the earnings of the Texas and 
Pacific, Mobile and Ohio, International 
and (treat Northern, and also a great 
many of the completed southern roads. 
Considering that the Canadian Pacific is 
as yet uncompleted to any of its principal 
western termini, these are favorable 
earnings. The entire projected main line 
of the road, from Callendar, Ontario, to 
Port Moody, P.. C. , is 2,547 miles, with 
branches, lif>7 miles; total 3,304. It will 
be seen that the road is more than half I
